NE could forgive the pun, “Tt should 
be spelled the Isle of W-h-i-t-e," as 


our ship steamed alone the glisten- 
ing chalk cliffs toward Southampton. Soan 
the white ramparts leveled down to soft, 
green knolls, with vrass growing to the 
water's edge, us we veered into Spithead., on 
the north coast of The Island—the residents 
usually omit the Wight—and passed the 
neat water front of Cowes, 

“So you are going over to Wight,” brooded 
the perennial trunsatiantic traveler, with 
orms on deck rail “This is my fourteenth 
crossing wnt | have not teen there wet. 
They look so bleak, these cliffs; then, the 
bout train for Landon is always waiting.” 

My photographer companion, who joined 
re on the little steamer that was to take us 
lack to Cowes from Southampton, held 
much the same view. It was autumn; the 
flowers were about gone in Sussex and Kent. 
Why wdrag color equipment overthere? ‘The 
sheer white cliffs, the expanses of verdure 
were all very lovely, but they were not 
“color.” 

A stiff breeve across the upper deck—a 
varilage point to which we bad to pay three- 
pence admission over the regular fare—blew 
away ourskepticiem. “The harbor of South- 


amplon is os startling, even without sky- 


scrapers, as that of New Vork. Big ships 
and litthe chins compactly docked, like rows 
of sta-puing upartments, ly Mage of many 
nations—we counted eighteen—andl always 
Hitting about are the fussy tugs ane benders.

We followed him and our bags into High 
street—nurrow, spick, and serpentine— 
down the middle af the road, every whit as 
smooth und clean as the fractional sidewalk. 
The: latter seemed to serve principally as 
stepping stones to the bomes-and shops built 
flush upon them, or a5 platforms for neigh- 
borhy chats, 

Quaint, ancient howses alternated with 
stores that displayed anchors and meeribg 
wheels, nautical caps and field glosses, ma 
rine photugraphs and all the burnished 
brass appurtenances of yachting. Every 
few doors tearooms offered hempting scones 
and crumpets; and there were ministure 
branches of famous shops of Regent Street 
and Piccadilly.

Ahéacd of us spread the spacious Eapla- 


nade, with the Royal Yacht Squatron head- 
quarters projecting upon it; we were on the 
plaza of the yachting capitol of the world 

The sun ‘glistened upon the plate glass 
of the protruding gallery, grandstand for 
rovalty and hich naval officera, who largely 
constitute the membership of the “most ¢x- 
clusive club in the world." 

There they watch the races of Regatta 
Week. when the Solent waters are flecked 
by feecy clouds of canvas, dotted by rain- 
bow bunting and pennants, and, when night 
comes, aghtier with myriad bobbing lehts. 

Members of this club, and none other, 
may fiy the white pennant of St. George * 
on ther yachts: only members and officers 
of the Royal Navy are privileged to land 
al its neat jetty,

of the inns of the island, To the right was 
a dining roum like that of the old manor 
houses; to the left wasa lounge furnished 
like the drawing room of a village rectory.

By night or day all the big ships that put 
in at Southampton must pass the deeper 
channel within half a mile of Cowes (See 
Hlustration, page 3). The parapet of the 
Esplanade scems built as an elbow support 
to keep sea-gayers from tumbling into the 
water. All the howses on the vallerylike 
hiliside of the town have enormous plate- 
tlase windows turned toward the sea, As a 
place to watch the world go by im ships, 
Cowes isan unsurpassed] marine grandstand. 


EAST COWES TH NAUTICAL 


Across the Floating Bridge, East Cowes 
tukes on the industries which Cowes proper, 
and consciously prim, seems to spurn, There 
is a ship-building yard which supplies life- 
heats for steamers ated for beach guards 
from Scarborough south to The Iskind’s own 


week-end “Stripper” resort, Ventnor, and 
there is an aircraft factory which builils 
amiphibian planes. 

Every other store on the precarious hill- 
sijle streets is a Teminder of The Island's 
intense preoccupation with the sea, offering 
pitaphernalia ranging [rom oyster temgs to 
hawaers, and there are rmuerty shops that 
make shiny marine engineering parts. 

Iti not only the yachtsman whose mecca 
is Cowes, ‘The owners of more modest sail- 
ing boats and small pleasure craft of all 
kinds find the numerous creeks anc estu- 
aries of The Islands morthern shores fine 
havens for their sport. 

“Twas brought up in the tle of Wight,” 
wrote the famous Dr, Thomas Armolil of 
Rugby, “brought up amidst the bustle of 
enliiiers, and from childhood famillar with 
bots, ships, and the fags of hall Europe, 
which gave me an instructive acquaintance 
with georraphy."

The only question was whether, when we 
arrived, we could pet tea. 

“Can you have tea at Godshill? Well, 
just wait and see!" exclaimed our driver, 
and to a cryptic smile he would add no 
further comment. 


THROUGH THE ISLAND COUNTHYSIDE 

To reach ony part of The Leland entails 
no longer journey than taking a taxt across 
Gsreater London; ft is not quite 23 miles 
long and nowhere wider than 13 miles, 
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Heading due south, wero its axis, gave 
us a quick picture of its peculiar geography. 
At first the countryside was wooded, and the 
clearings were Gelds and meadows where 
cabbayes, carrots, and broccoli grew, of 
sheep and cattle 

From the thick forests of the northern 
island came the timbers of many an old 
mansion and cottage of southern England, 
and today their dining-roam tables. wre pro- 


vided with vegetables by The Wight’s truck 


gardens and rich milk from its herds of 
Guernmseys. We saw flocks of the Dorset 
Horn sheep for which The Island is noted 
and many of the Shetlind ponies it more 
recently started breeding. 

Anyone who bas eaten in English inns or 
on English trains must wonder about the 
source of all the cabbage served with pot- 
toes at nearly every meal. Wight can -ac- 
count for many tons of it. We stopper at 
one farm where the grower proudly showed 
us i new machine which would set out 2,000 
cabbage plants an hour, 

Soon the trees and the forms gave woy 
to vast expanses of acres carpeted with 
heather, gorae, ferns, and occasional low, 
wind-blown trees. We were climbing the 
downs (see page 24). 

The prospect, literally and figuratively, 
took our breath away. The waves of rolling 
countryside seemed to merge into the break- 
era of the distant sem. A high wind made 
going bard when we left the car to tramp 
alung the alluring footpaths af the uplancs. 

The feeling of being alone, in high cotm- 
mand of all one surveys, is akin to that 
of riding im wn airplane, when the people 
of the world below are pyemy size, and their 
structures.and affairs seem puny and remote 
as one glides through the clouds, 

AN EXHIBIT OF THI EARTH'S MAKING 

The downs, with 2 many sectional names 
asa London street, are formed by chalk up- 
lands which stretch straight west aml east 
actiss ‘The Teland, hump to seme FOO few 
at pluces, and thrusting fractured) framments 
into the sea at The Needles on the west and 

Culver Cliff on the east (see map, page 6). 
The pedestrian who yields to the spell of 
thelr lonely paths gets an impression of a 
height much greater than the altitude -of 
the downs warrants, One can climb across 
them in an hour's walk at their widest 
EXP MANS, 

Even to a neophyte in geology the brief 
ride from seashore to the summit of the 


downs discloses successive layers of sand, 
marl, clays, pravel, wl chalky cliffs that 
tell why Wight isa happy bunting er cvLuniil 
for students of Mother Earth's structure. 
They might have been cut out by Nature, 
one admirer proclaims, for a geological 
model to Hustrate the principles of stratifi- 
ae (see poage 0). 

'e descended into the “bowl,” the south- 
ern * halt of The Island, sageing ‘between the 
downs and the seaside cliffs that look so 
bleak to ship passengers as they round The 
Tsland for Southampton. Barren they are, 
these corrugated cliffs, but the islanders call 
them their sun trap because they cat off 
the fogs and temper the ocean winds, The 
trees Ore not so many, but the sel ts fertile, 
the climate ts milder, and the crop yield 
ereater in this sheltered saucer, 


(OUPSHILT. AND THE “DEVIL'S Acre" 


We rounded a curve ond Godshill came 
into view—o. view that should have been 
framed just as we firs) saw it, as the perfect 
picture of a traditional English village. [1 
was like finding an old woodcut from a page 
af Dickens (see page 17). 

The massive square tower of the ivy- 
grown church dominated the stone houses 
that nestled around the Hill in picturesque 
disarray. Some were overrun with rambler 
rises, and along the roadside were timbered 
dwellings with thatched roofs. By a brook 
sleek cows grazed beneath patriarchal trees, 

As westrolled through the hillside streets, 
the reason for eur driver's amusement al 
aur question about tea became evident. 
Virtually every cottage bore a sign offering 
refreshment. It developed that very few 
had any thought of serving tea or any pro- 
vision fur doing se, Hut some years ago, 
we were told, Queen Mary passed this way 
amd, seeing the one c nilage that then achver- 
tisedd ““Home-Maile Tea,” she hadl stopper. 
Immediately all the roadside cottages hung 
out signs In hope of another royal visit, 

The town owes its provocative name toa 
far alder legend, Workmen started building 
the church on the level crowd, but when the 
walls were half completed they awakened 
ane morning to find them demolished and 
the stones piled on top the hill. ‘Twice again 
they started building at the same site; each 
time they found their stones removed to the 
hillte. 

The fairies, it seemed, held their tevels 
on the lowland, and the litthe creatures re- 
sented any ecclesiastical intrusion, Se the 
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builders took the hint, built their edifice on 
“God's All,” and the fields below cime to 
be known as the “Devil's Acre” 

In the dim lizht of the lofty church one 
comes upon many reminders of island his- 
tory, such as the painting of “Daniel in the 
Lion's Den,” which some critics attribute to 
Rubens, It is a remnant of the fine collec- 
ion of Sir Richard Worsley, connoisseur, 
traveler, and chronicler of early island his- 
tory. 

AN EFITAPFH AND THE ISLAND PEPYS 


There is a reminder of another islane) his- 
torian, Sir John Oglander, whose memoirs, 
had they related to the muoinland lines of 
English history, probably would be as im- 
mortal as thase of Pepys, A crumbling stane 
bears an epitaph df an island worthy of lang 
gee 


"Here Ges the mortal part of Richard - 
While his freed spirit mrete with heaven's reward: 
His giits endowed the schools; the needy raised 
Atd bee the lobedt metry will bie gradlsec:” 


There is mote about “him whom virtue 
clothed with fame," but one’s faith in epi- 
taphs is shaken when reading Sir John’s 
mote realistic acciunt of the seme person- 
ige, He wrote (translated into modern 
spelling): “Richard wae a notably sly fel- 
low, dishonest and given to filching: he 
brought some tricks out of France with him. 
Vide—he would steal a-cow, and putting-a 
loaf of bread het out ef the oven on her 
hom, make ber hors so supple that they 
would turn any way be pleased, so 95 to 
dishgure the beast that the owner might 
not know her again.” 





FROM DADD TO VERSE 
CH another citizen, High Sheriff Em- 
mantel Badd, Sic John penned succinctly: 
“By God's blessings sunt ye loss af 3 wyfes, 
he grewe very nitch,” and the tombstone of 
the fortunate sheriff, in St. Helen's Church, 
has insertbed upon it: 


"So good a Bad doth this fame graye contain, 
Would nll tike Bad were that with os retnoin” 


An early intimation, perhaps, of the islinel 
humor that still has a predilection for puns. 
A favorite postcard proclaims such natural 
wonders a5 “Cowes where there are no 
cattle; Downs that are up, and Freshwater 
that is sali” And billboards, which are 
happily rare, herald that “you can whip our 
cream, but you can't beat our milk." 


Godshill is sequestered, well off the besten 
path of ishind travel, because it is an inland 
town, Most of Wight’s attraction for 
visitors-and its wealth of histertie sssocia- 
tion—ranging from the Reman occupation, 
throuzh Jutish immigration, Danish assault, 
French attacks, and pirate raids—cling to 
its coast, 

Eastward from sedate Cowes is the up- 
and-caming resort town of Ryde, with its 
lampposts that weur garlands of flowers (see 
page 22), its tiny trameurs, und its spick 
promenade where, on cloudless days, women 
knit as they garner sun tan. 

its long, spidery pier is landing place for 
thowands of “trippers” from Portsmouth 
every summer week-end, and its domed pa- 
wilion offers concerts and “snack” counters 
for their entertainment. 

Ryde is the island’s metropolis: it has 
little antiquarian interest, but) it surprisingly 
lacks any of the jerry-bullding prevalent 
among some resorts, It owes its popularity 
to its aevessibility and to a topographical 
circumstance quaindly described muny years 
azo by Fielding, father of the English novet, 
who wrote: “Its soil iso gravel, which, as- 
sisted with its declivity, preserves tt always 
so dry that tnmecdiately after the most 
driving rain a fine lady may walk without 
wetting her silken shoes.” 


THE CHILDREN'S HEGATTA 


Second only to Cowes Week is the rematta 
of Ryde's Royal Victotia Yacht Chub, And 
iopretty touch is a children's regatta, held 
at their large Ponting Lake, where your 
muirinérs adil elaborate toy craft and ride 
about in pacddle-wheel boats propelled by 
hardles. | 

It is a short walk from modern Ryde to 
medieval Quarr Abbey, whose monks played 
a5 important a part in early Wight history 
as did those of Spanish missions in Calt- 
fornia. Coming from France less than a 
century after William the Conqueror, they 
tilled the soil, taut the children, and en- 
faged in many charities. 

At first Quarr was Benedictine: then it 
wis taken over by the Ctstercians. ‘Their 
abbot became Warden of Wight, had a vaice 
in government, beld ships-a) his command 
that were exempt from duty payment, 

The lovely Abbey and its stately build- 
ings were destroyed by Henry VIII. The 
weathered stones were later purchased by 
a Southampton man for building material. 
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Strange stories arceée about the ruins— 
elones of an underground passage entered 
through a gate af gold, and of ghostly 
guardians of the goleen casket where: re- 
meed the wife of Henry Of after she was 
Imprisoned there 

The new church, looming unexpectedly 
among the meadows and clunips of trees, 
wives the visitor a start because of its 
modernistic aspect, It os if one came 
upon a Dutch town hall planted in this 
rolling English countryside. It is not sur- 
prising, therefore, to learn that it was 
designed by the same monk-architect who 
plonned the monastery at Oosterhboul, in 
the Netherlands. 


THE SPELL OF ANCIENT DAYS 


An hours ensy walk south of Rye is 
“Ve Koaynge's Towne of Bracing,” where 
beieches ane bathing machines, piers and 
yachts, seem Very for away. Yel along 
Brading’s high and dry High Street-—Main 
Street is High Street in.many Wight towns— 
ships once satled under the eaves of the 
timbered buildings, and one might pick from 


n score of shipmasters Lo take a cargo into 
The most distil port, 

Brading recalls the days when towns were 
sel far up. The [shind’s meager rivers, orwell 
back in some acm of the sea, a5 a protec- 
tid against invasion, or pirate roids, Yet 
the inhobitunts, expert in their knowledge 
of tides and treacherous channels, could 
put out to salt water to fish or trade, 

Long ta sili blocked Brading's harhor, 
and now dikes have thrust the sea-some two 
miles from iis center. We climbed a steep 
hill te the church, oldest in The Island, past 
doorway? of half-imbered houses built fueh 
with the street, some overhanging it, as. if 
engaged in confidential exchange of merlie- 
val possip, 

The church i# mentioned in Domesday 
Book: there f¢ evidence that it was founded 
by St, Wilfrid in 704. Tn its chapel is buried 
Sir John Oglander, who was gamering his 
salty chronicles of “Fhe island while the 
Pilgrims were struggling to survive at 
Plymouth and Weymouth and the early 
Naryland setters were putting forth from 
(Cowes to St. Marys. The seat of the Oglan-

der family was, and is, Nunwell, on Brading 
Down, Its founder came over with William 
the Conqueror: and ati Oglander was at 
Nuowell in the reign of Henry I (page 23). 

Preserved ina house near the church gre 
the village stocks, und one may decipher 
from the Town Book, with its entries dating 
back to 1551, the offenses for which citizens 
were punished in these stocks, 


PRICE FIRING TH 39s 


“We present the wife of John Scarvell 
for drawing blood from the bailey Beale,” 
reads one entry. How old, we thought, are 
eome of the “new ideas, os we read of a 
price being fixed fur butchers meat, anel 
the fines imposed for sellme at a higher 
price. That was im 1593. 

Regulations that we would call “blue 
laws” were plentiful. On and after o oer- 
tain date “all craftsmen and. tradesmen” 
were enjoined from opening their windows 
"on any Sundays or holidays after the bell 
hath rong the second peale toservice.” In 
1755 a fine of sevenpence wis provided 
“for all these who hang clothes in the 


Churchyard.” Ani the town fathers record, 
“We present John Wagges's maid servant for 
githering of acorns in Beaner on the Sab- 
buath Day in time of Divine Service. 1603." 

Still to be seen, too, is the large bull ring, 
souvenir of the days when bull-baiting was 
a national pastime. The Islond governor 
annually contributed five guineas to buy the 
hull, which, after baiting, was given to the 
peor. “The niayor and other tuwn officials 
attender in regalia, with mace-bearers anil 
constables, anc a beribboned dog, known as 
the mayor's dog, was unleashed for the 
attack. 


A CACHE OF ROMAN SAPETY PINS 


Should one wish to turn back the pages 
of more centuries, he has only a short walk 
to Varbridge, where the rums of a Roman 
villa recall the era when Cornwall tin was 
shipped from Veetis, as Suetonius, bpopra- 
pher of the Caesars, calls The Wigot, to the 
plumbers of Rome, 

He must have been a luxurious colonist, 
this forzotten Roman, for he had a 12-reocm 
house, with tessellated pavements wherein 
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figures of a monkey, a. fox, and a peacock 
still are discernible. Exploration af the 
tuins has disclosed a bracelet and earrings, 
fragments of wall frescoes, Roman nails of 
the kind used in the Crucifixion, the inevita- 
ble hot hath, and some safety pins resem- 
bling those one might buy now in any Ene- 
lish “sixpence and three,” equivalent of our 
“tive andl ten.” 

Walking west from Bracing, we faced 
stil breezes on the Ashey and Arreton séc- 
tors of the downs, where, looking toward 
the sea, the cliffs sometimes concealer the 
surface of the ocean, but gave us wlimpars 
of huge liners: thet had all the Ap Peorance 
of sailing through the countryside. 


THE ISLAND'S ONLY “LEVEL MILE” 


Then we made our way east from Bracing 
and found, sheltered among the cliffs, the 
lovely seaside village of Bembrnige, which 
the world seems to have passed by, possibly 
beralise some of its meat little streets, threadd- 
ing ainong- rose-grown cottages and their 
flower gardens, are too marrow for dight- 
socing automobiles (see page 19). 

The town lies along the emininkerrvent. “the 
only level mile on The Island,’ which has 
severed Brading Harber from its name 
town, and this situation gives it the aspect 
OF “Litthe Holand,” 

The camera, better than words, can por- 
tray the bold beauty of the Foreland, the 
majestic curvature af Whitecliff Bay, and 
the crumbling promontory of Culver Cliff, 
where the downs bare their chalky face to 

Very often the encroaching tides have 
carved uncer the steep clifis until they lean 
cut, like the sagging old houses in Bracing 
anc Shanklin, and walking too near their 
erie is precarious, Mv photographer friend 
thought I was overanxious when I remon- 
strated with him for standing so mear the 
ecu, in his zeal for views of the cliff sles: 
but he was sporting enough to send me a 
newspaper clipping, after my return, telling 
how huge blocks of these cliff teps had been 
undermined and tumbled down several hun- 
dred feet into the ocean. 


A SIX-MILE LONG BOLARIUM 


"Back of The Island,” as the southeast- 
ern. corner is locally known, such subsidence 
on a large scale has produced the Under- 
cliff, where ages ago the sea-and the frost, 
together with numerous springs, toppled 
aver the cliff top for some six miles, forming 


a henchlike secondary clifi—a Nature-made 
sclarium, where ane may hike, climb, or loaf 
mn the sun. 

The island springs have cut deep fissures 
through the cliffs: two of the most famous 
of these are Blackgang Chine and Shanklin 
Chine (see flustrations, pazes 13 and 28). 
The latter is especially beautiful because its 
sheer sites are tapestried with ferns-and its 
stream leaps over a cascad. 

Near the entrance to Shanklin Chine the 
American visitor finds a reminder of home— 
a pracelul fountain with a shield hearing the 
English and Americon flags and lines writ- 
ten by Longiellow when he visited “leafy 
Shanklin’ in 1868, But the cliffside town's 
principal literary association is with Keats, 
who, during many happy months there; 
wrote “Lamia,” which publishers have such 
a taste for binding in small volumes as gift 
eclitions. 

Perched high on the cliff is Keats Green, 
which is reached by a long flight of steps 
from the Esplanade, or one may take he 
outdenr Lit ipon which, for reasons unex- 
plained, the fare is one penny down, but 
twopence up, 

HELICS OF WINDOW-TAX TIMES 


In spite of these who serk the shelter of 
its cove behind the downs and at the edlze 
of the Unederclifi, Shanklin’s ‘old town” 
retains its quaint charm, Perhaps in ad- 

monition of the gay bathing suits and sport 
chithes af its feminine visitors, its church 
displays a Bible verse, just under the tax 
notices, which warns: “The woman shall 
not wear that which pertaineth unto a-man 

for all that do s0.are abomination unto 
the Lord thy Gro” 

Many of its houses have cay walls 16 of 
[8 inches thick, some windows are still barri- 
caded with stone from the days of the win- 
dow tax, and half curtains with scalloped 
edges give room for interior window boxes 
of salvia, fuchsias, and geraniums, In many 
yards are the Michaelmas daisies which 
thrive here. 

“Isn't it damp. tnder those thatched 
roofs?" | asked one friendly resident. 

“Oh, no," he told me. “It is warmer in 
winter, Cooler in summer, and dry all the 
time, They have to be renewed every few 
years: but at that many more people would 
have thetn if the fire laws did not forbid 
putting them on new houses.” 

All around Shanklin are fine old manor 
houses—their architecture and annals are a

| LITTLE more than 
miles from the European maintand 

ind about 1,300 miles from New- 
foundlancl, in latitude a littl north of Lis- 
ban, a littl south of New York, lies the 
most westerly of the nine Azerian islands. 

Fast steamers from New York reach 
Potten Delrada, metropolis of the Azores, 
In five and a half doys: Seaplanes have 
flown aeons from Newfoundland between 
dawn anid dusk. Three hospitable harbors 
in this friendly archipelago await the com- 
Ing of commercial seaplanes, which will 
form. another link: between the New World 
and the (ld (see page 54), 

Closely allied as they are with Portugal, 
of which they form an integral part, puliti- 
cally, these fertile green islands, with (heir 
lush pastures and mmist-wreathed = moun- 
thins, long ao turned their faces toward 
the West, sending their frugal, industrious 
ons to the United States, where, before 
1929, there was probably one Agzorian to 
every two left at home, Most of them are 
found in Massachusetts, Rhode Island, and 
(California. 

More than once on the streets of Agorian 
towns I was. approached by a stranger who 
dotted! his hat and politely inquired: 

“You anean Atmerican?e” 

When 7 assented, ty new acquaintance 
informed me he voted in New England or 
California, but wae born in the Agores: was 
‘hack home to see the old folks,” or “here 
until times are better in the States” 

From a rounded hilltop back of a rain- 
bow-tinted town, [ looked past oblong 
fields bordered by high stone walls. of 
dark-gray lava to tile-roofed, many-win- 
dowed buildings stretching betwen. ar- 
dens: and parks along the curving coast. 
It was springtime and all about was the 
trilling, piping, and Mluting of birds. In 
the fields barefoot men sang a5 they totled., 
Far out at sea, blae as the sky on this calm 
May day, a-sailing ship winged toward the 
shore. So from the east came the first ad- 
venturous sail to these then uninhabited 
sles: but whether it wos Curthaginian, 
Moorish-Arah, or [berian, we are not sure. 

In the 15th century the valiant oecean- 
mapping Portuguese colonized these islands

governed them ever since, 

The islands of valeanie origin, stretch for 
about 375 miles from northwest to south- 
east, in three severed wroups with clear chan- 
nels between.

Flores, beautiful and well watered, farthest 
weet (see map, page 36). 

To the southeast, actress a tempestuqus 
stretch of winter sea, is the central group:

MANY LISTERS PASS 


The wile expanse of noean on évery site 
atid the force vf the encompassing winds 
tend to give the newcomer a feeling of iso- 
lation. This lessens os the weeks pass, in 
spite of the provoking sight of many big 
ocean liners, which steam past the Agorian 
capital with only the blast of the siren as 
nod of recognition. 

Portuguese mail-bonts, leaving Lishon 
twice each month, come by way of Funchal, 
Madeira. and reach Ponta Delgada in four 
days. Ome of these ships goes only as far 
north as Fayal; the ether goes beyond 
Fayal to Flores, touching six times a year 
ut lonely, storm-horassed little Corvo, The 
round trip from Ponta Delgada to the 
northern islands can be made in one week.

quate artificial breakwaters, are havens for 
ships in need of fuel, provisions, or repairs. 
Cruising ships crossing the North Atlantic 
now and then include the Azores on their 
itinerary. 

Ta the quarter of a-million Azorians their 
temperate, agriculturally productive archi- 
pelago isa complete litthe world in itself. 
For their food supply these islunders are 
practically independent of lands beyond. 
They produce their own cereals, vegetables, 
fruit, meat, milk, butter, cheese, and egos. 


They make sugar from the beet, spirits from 


the sweet potato, press their OWT) Era pees 
into wine, “rall their own” tobacco, “curl 
their own” tea. Their seas abound in fish. 

Their buildings are constructed from the 


volcanic hasalt of the islands, Furniture 
is made from native wools. They mant- 
facture lmen. from home-grown flax ane 
woolen garments from sheep's wool, Lux 
uries are imported, chieily from the Portu- 
guest mainland; but, should every ship 

sailing these seus fail to call at the! "West- 

ern Islands,” the Azoriuns could survive,

‘This par- 
ticular garment may be of Flemish origin 
hroweht by early colonists from Manders 
Some Azorians believe it owes its being to 
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the period when these islinds were riled 
by Spain, | wis shown an old chronicle 
which relates that women then disguised 
themselves on the street to escape the 
notice of the aliens. 

When the Portuguese monurchy was.tre- 
stored, the king, wishing to dy away with 
reminders of foreign supremacy, issued an 
edict that any woman so muffled should be 
fined, continued infraction of the law being 
punished by Imprisonment and ewer by ecile 
to Brazil or Africa, Un spite of two, cen- 
turies of persecution, the all-enveloping gar- 
ment survived. 

The hood is not always the same, being 
larger on the islands of Santa Marla ond 
Sao Jorge, more stiffened with buckram and 
whalebones in Fayal, The young moderns 
scorn it [see Color Flate VIII): but, con- 
servative, Convenient, protective, and long- 
lived, it is still worn by some of the older 
women, especially for early Mass. If the 
wearer happens to see somebody om Che 
street whom she wishes to avoid, presto! 
the hood is pulled farther forwatd sad she 
16 within her own fortress, 

The visitor to Ponta Delgada is struck by 
the hich walis of dark lava stone which line 
the streets buck of the business section anid 
continue on outlying country rods. The 
pedestrian is often hemmed in by these 
stone harriers, 1 inquired why such for- 
midable inclasures had been built. 

“Tt was in the days when we cultivated 
the orange so extensively,’ I was told, 
“when the St. Michael's orange was fa- 
mous, before the blight came, These walls 
frrotected the treet from the wind: amd, 
avain, it was an easy way of getting rid af 
the stones in the fields." 


PINEAPPLES SUPPLANT ORANGES 


Excellent oranges are again grown here, 
but the former British market for them is 
last and pineapple culture has become the 
chief source of wealth, developing Sao 
Miguel inte an “Tsle of Pines" which pro- 
vides.a good part of Europe with practically 
all its fresh supply of this delicious fruit. 

T know the Englich lady whose father, 
skilled horticulturist, came to this island 
more than eighty years-ago to lay out the 
famous José do Canto Gardens, It wae he 
whe broweht the firet pineapples to his 
employers hothouse. Twenty years later 
the froit was shipped ta England, each pine 
In its pot selling for two guineas. Exqgland 
and Germany are now the chie! consumers 


Of Avorian pines, France and continental 
Portugal following (see page 38). 

The plant, which is here of the smooth- 
leaved Cayenne yariety, is grown under 
glass, specinl beds of fermenting heath or 
some-other mountain shrub being provicled., 
All the plants are brought to blossom at 
the same time by a process of smoking, the 
value of which was accidentally ciscovered 
TINY years Ago. when. a carpenter, working 
In one of the pineapple howses, chanced to 
set fire to a pile of shavings, To the sur- 
pre of the grower, the plants, instead of 

ing spoiled, burst into flower. By this 
method! practically all the plants in a hot- 
howe can be marketed at the same time, 
many months earlier than formerly. 

Little glass houses shimmer on emerald 
slopes in various sections of Sao Miguel, the 
exclusive producer of tinge to im this 

archipelago (see page 63). Wrapped in 
cellophane of packed in excelsior snd crated, 
the fruit is shipped to the European market 
hy a feet of three vesels owner by the 
growers. Last Year about 2,000,000 pines, 
worth half a million dollars, were exported, 


TEA HHINKERS FROM EANLY DAYS 

Another exotic industry on this island is 
the production of black and green tea, which 
here retains its oriental name, “cha.” Ever 
since they discovered the sea route to India 
and planted their settlements as far afield 
as Macao ( Macau)," on the coast of China, 
the Portuguese have been. a teo-drinking 
rion. 

There is an-old belief that tea is better if 
it has nt crossed the sea, Whether this is 
truer hot, Agorian tea tisted to me ouch 
like the Far Easter variety on its native 
soil. Tt is consumed locally and shipped 
to other parts af Portugal. 

A number af € ‘hinese were originally im- 
parted as instructors in the tea culture, 
but now only native labor, chiefly female, 
is employed. The plantations det the hill- 
sides. on the northern side of the island, 
which has: greater moisture than the south 
coast, The stiff Tittle evergreen shrubs 
stand in precise rows, very foreign in ap- 
pearance, contrasting strangely with the 
familiar Europea flora about them (p. 34). 

A motor road parallels the const of the 
island, with connecting crossroads, enablinz 
the traveler to see much of beauty and

We motored to the crater of Furnas, a 
favorite stiminer resort. On the outskirts 
of Ponta Delgada we passed carts hauled 
by strong Sprmish mults, a sheepadrawn 
cart directed by a small boy, and it big 
thigey dog, unattended, carrying in is 
mouth a lunch basket for its muster, Such 
dogs are trained [rem puppyhood to do the 
day's work (see poges $1 and 56). 

On the country roads were slow-swaying 
bullock carts, with woven-willow bodies 
filled with heath for the pineapple houses. 
Some were of archaic pattern, with satid 
wheels of the Reman type, their approach 
heralded by the complaining creaking 

“song’” had remembered during years of 
alwence from the Azores (pages 34, 37). 

Tt is a deliciously green and resiful coviti> 

try. Checkerboard fields, brown and gree 
alternate with woords filled with songbirds. 
These ielands, Uke those of the Macbeira and 
Canary groups, are the habitat of the wild 
canary of greenish-gray hue. Its tlac pote 
is one of the pleasantest features of the 
Azores, where it seems to be more nmumer- 
owe and mare votul than on the elandds 
farther sath, 

Near every stone cottage stood a cont 
tick with brownish maize in the husk hung 
to dey (see page 60), It forms the staple 
cereal crop of the islands. Fava beans 
(broad bears) anc yams are grown and are 
leading articles of export. Near one cottage 
flax was drying, and we passed a factory 
where linen is manufactured. 






A. RESORT IN A CHATER 


After skirting pine-clad cliffs, the road 
climbs to a misty, henther-clad tableland; 
then descends. into Furnas valley, shut im 
by towering green walls. Wore it not for 
the puffs of sieam ascending from its many 
boiling sulphur springs, it would be difficult 
to belleve that this peaceful vale is the 
crater ofa mighty volcano which more than 
once poured out its molten lava and which 
still speaks through vents in the hot sul- 
phur-stained crust around the springs [see 
Plate VIL), 

It isa headtiful picture from the heights, 
this quiet, sheltered valley with its Jong, 
narrow village meandering like «a stream 
through woods and meadows. The lake, 
on a raised platform of the crater, lies 
some distance from the settlement, A few 


summer villas dot its placid shores (see 
Plate 1), 

Prescott, the famed historian, came to 
Furnas 6 a young main to visit at the-sum- 
mer home of his grandfather, first Amer- 
ican consular officer in Sao Miguel, who 
was appointed in 1795 by President Wash- 

Lan. 


A new hotel is building not far from the 


thermal establishment, where sulphur and 


iron baths are ovailuble. Near-by foun- 
tains supply various kinds of mineral water, 
the place being noted for the diversity of 
its waters and the proximity of hot and 
cold springs. 

One deep, cavelike caldron, belching 
forth boiling mud and Steam, is called 
“The Mouth of Hell” [ts evil appearance 
and the strong smell of sulphur give the 
impressinn that this is really an entrance to 
the abode of His Satanic Majesty. 

We left the crater by the south-const 
highway, where hamlets fringe the shore. 
Stately” manorial houses, erected centuries 
mo, are to be seen throuvhout the leland, 
usually set on the heights. One such hose, 
built in 1724, was our home during twa 
visits to Ponta Delgada. [t is a delightfully 
romantic old place. The big stone-paved 
kitchen has # chimney-place which is 
room in itself. Standing -in it, beside the 
huge brick hearth, T could look up the wide 
chimney, which towers above the huwse, to 
a patch of blue sky, Such chimneys are 4 
distinctive feature of Azorian howses (p64). 

The upper class of the metropolis: leads 
a pleagant Ilfe, quiet as compared with the 
stress of our American cities. There i 1 
sucial club where dancing is a favorite 
pastime: a coliseum stating 2.600) a sports 
field for foothall, tennis, croquet, and hanc- 
hall; a baseball ‘park: and an open-air sea.

Gracivea from the sea is Dol ae attractive 
as 15 neighbors, but does its part agricul- 
turally in spite of shortage of water, prn- 
ducing wine, cereals, and cattle.

\ THE orth of the Baltic Sea, where 
the breast of Finland swells towards 
the Swedish const, there are 6,000 

dena. to which belong all the surviving 
big sailing ships in the world; or, to be 
more exact, there gre 6,554 islands, rocks, 
islets, tree-spattered specks of sea-ene ircled 
territory whose name is Aland and in whose 
smal] ports as I write are registered 26 of 
the surviving squarerigeed ships in come 
mission in the world, Altogether, there may 
be 31 now, counting a German, two Swedes, 
dn Americon, and a Dane. 

Aland is Finnish; but its people are 
Swedes, speaking Sweilish, eir colors 
are the blue and gold of Sweden, though 
the white and blue flag of Finland iloate 
iicially from Government House, The 
strange cadences of the Finnish tongue are 
little heard here, though by law Finnish is 
taught in the schook und in the nautical 
academy. 

The Finns have their own name for the 
lands. in their own language: to them they 
are Ahvenanmaa, and their capital of Ma- 
fichamn (which is Maryport in English) 


becames Maurtanhoaminin. 
THE MAGIC OF A. SAME 


I first saw the nome Mariehamn upon 
the counter of a four-masted bark in Purt 
Adelaide early in 292). “Weriecken—

humor Where was that? 1 was in a

Io went there then from 
the four-masted bark Parma (see illustra- 
tion, page 114), that had drydocked in 
Copenhagen an ber way to the far marth 
to load timber for London, aiter she had 
come from Australia m 8&3 days, | saw 
first a low island emerging from a rain 
squall; on it was a lighthouse—nothing 
else. Tt was-so low it looked as if an angry 
sea might have swept right over it and ob- 
literated it from sight (see map, page 105), 


Had there not been o lighthouse there, 
by night it would have been invisible. 1 
bore no trees, no hubitation. Tt seemed 
about @ quarter os big as ‘Times Square, 
in New York City.

The Alinders, many 
af their vessels burned 
and their port de- 
strovyed, soon bepan 
main.

ancl it crew. It was called Murie- 
hamn after the Tsaritea Marie, and its name 
has not been chanzed, thoivh everything 
Russian has long been driven from it. 

With their new port, the Alanders began 
to build their feet again. ‘hey were good 
shipwrights, good carpenters, good design- 
ers. They built better vessels and found 
more trade. In those years that. followed,

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crowing now, and that strange name began 
to be seen upon the counters af ships in 
the Plata, at Valparaiso and in Vable Bay, 
in Melbourne and Mobile. Wherever sail- 
ing shipa went, the Aland ships were seen. 
Quietly and unobtrusively, they entered the 
commerce of the world; but still no one paid 
nny attention to them, and there was no idea 
whatever that here alone sail would last 
when it had died in all other waters. 

At the outbreak of the World War 30 big 
ships had been brought to Aland and were 
run successfully. At the sanw tine wooden 
ships were still being built for the short 
trades, and bought from Norway and 
Estonia, Sweden and Denmark, as they 
were discarded there, ‘Through the war 
the Alund ships suffered beavily. Again 
they were flying the Russian flag, thouith 
(here was as little Russian about them as 
there 7 now Finn: and as Russians they 
were belligerent and were sunk, 

Salling ships were lorgely kept, during 
those dangerous years, in the Pacific Ocean 
ani! on the Atlantic seabourd of the two 
Americas, where there was less chance of 
doom from mine and submarine, Insur: 
ance rales on sail were very high and the 
risks of muking an Atlantic crossing were 
considerable: but here the best freights 
were paid and here the hardy Alanders can 
their ships. 


STORM AND WAR DEAL HEAVY BLOWS 


They lost eight of them in one month, 
in May, 1917. Insyrance rates rose as 
teint as 42 percent. ‘Then came the Rus- 
sian Revolution, and the Russian maritime 
instirance companies were blown to pieces. 
What insurance the Alanders had paid was 
Jost; everything was gone when the war 
énidel—ships sunk, crews lost, insurance 
nonexistent. A lesser race would have 
gone down under such hlows aod not have 
tisen again, Aland ships were held in New 
York, in Buenos Aires, in whatever great 
ports they chanced to bet for they hod no 
fag to fly in these sad days and no one 
to give them clearance. 

Hut the war ended. Russia became a 
clesecd book, as far as the outside world 
was concerned, not to be opened again. for 
aome years. Finland got its fag: Aland 
was attached to Finland. The Alanders 
began to bulld up their merchant service 
again, still with masts and spars, which 
were then under general discard from all 
nations—even from Finland and Norway. 
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Sore of the older Aland shipowners hac| 
had enough and did not buy more ships alter 
the war. But new ones arose: cone was Gis- 
taf Erikson, who had been a shipmaster 
himself at the beginning of the war and 
lost hes first vessel right at the outset of that 
catastrophe (see page 1027), In 1920 he be- 
gan building wp what now has become the 
last great teen of sail in the world: the Brit- 
ish were discarding, finally; the German 


ships that had been imprisoned in South 


American ports throughout the war came 
up to Europe and, handed over to Allied 
powers thal did not know what to do with 
them, found their way to Finnish hands. 

Erikson bought wp the beautiful German 
training ship Hersogin Cecilie, paying some 
$20,000 for her os she lny in a French 
port (see ilustration, page 106), He sent 
her to Australia for vram and to (hile for 
nitrates, and in two years she badd returned 
her purchase price and more besides. She 
has paid for herself four times over since. 
He bought the big Lawl, and with one 
lucky freight from Buenos Aires cleared! 
$200,000—a historic occasion, one would 
think, for that surely was the last time such 
a prolit was made under sail. 

He bought up other ships—from the 
British, fram Norway, from the mainland 
Finns. He refused to be depressed by the 
woelulness of the shipping market, by the 
bad outlook for freight=, The ireight po- 
sition, bac then, has not become better 
since; bul the Erikson Line has thrived and 
grown, As 1 write, it numbers-eleven {our- 
masted barks, seven barks, a full-rigged 
chip, three barkentines, five schooners, 

The ships have been run upon the lines 
of strictest economy; not an unnecessary 
penny goes on them, but they are kept in 
a properly seaworthy condition. They do 
not wander around the seas, poor cut-down 
wrecks, forlorm survivals af better days: 
they aail in their full sail plans, as prenuclly 
as they ever did, though they may carry 
the smallest crews they ever had. 

it took courage to build up that tine. It 
took courage to buy up ships when every- 
one else was hurriedly discarding them. It 
took courage to believe, and to hold to the 
belief, that while the wind blew there was 
still work for sails. Gustaf Erikson had 
that belief; still his it. 

Now he has a corner on all the conumis- 
Sioned sailing ships of the world, and those 
Cape Homers which do not fly his hows 
flag may be counted upon the fingers of
